Stripes are star in these knits

Ahoy, girls. It’s cast-on 
time. 
For smooth fashion sail­ 
ing, here’s an idea for you. 
Cast on 114 sts and work in 
easy garter stitch. You’ll be 
on your way to a bright, 
good-looking outlook for the 
next season. And it’s a good 
way to brighten some dark 
winter hours, as well. 
This a t t r a c t i v e short- 
sleeve sweater is really easy 
to knit. It’s a combination of 
simple stockinette and gar­ 
ter stitch. Each snappy band 
of stripes is worked in rows 
of either stockinette or gar­ 
ter st. 
There’s good fashion news 
in this p a r t i c u l a r short- 
sleever. You know the look 
today is layered. A shirt un 
der a sweater, with the col­ 
lar open and peeping out; 
both are often topped with 
a vest or jacket, and this 
pullover can be worn over a 
slim, long-sleeved sweater— 
that’s part of the important 
new look, of course. Or wear 
a shirt under it, and tuck a 
dickie or scarf in the flatter­ 
ing squared neckline. Or 
wear it smartly alone, over 
pants or pleated skirt. 
You’ll work the e n t i r e 
sweater quickly on No. 4 
needles. The front is worked 
same as the back—in a se­ 
ries of bands of garter, then 
stockinette. (14 and 15 rows 
of each make a stunning 
striped pattern » The sleeves 
keep the continuity of the 
stripe pattern, in a custom- 
touch, easy raglan shaping.

use a steel crochet hook 
Hold the right side of your 
work so that it’s facing you 
and catch the stitch with the 
crochet hook and draw1 the 
first crosswise bar through 
the st. Continue doing this 
until the st is even with the 
other knitted sts. Then just 
slip the picked-up st onto 
the needle. 
If you drop a stitch in gar­ 
ter st fabric, pick up the st 
in the same wav but also 
pick it up the first time on 
one side of the work and the 
next time on the other side.

Wilt Chamberlain is wearing a new look these days and it s reflected in 
the happy faces of his Los Angeles Laker teammates.

rebound In short, he's become the most formidable ballhawk in the league. 
And with each shot Wilt blocks, with each rebound fie catches, w ith each 
enemy gunner he intimidates into a poor shot, the Lakers may be moving 
closer to a happv ending to their frustrating saga as the bridesmaids of the 
NBA 
The man who once averaged 50.4 points a game was up to his new tricks 
Thursday night and it produced two felicitous results: a club record 12th 
straight win—139-115 over Seattle—and a one-game increase in the Lakers 
lead over Golden State in the Pacific Division of the Western Conference.

The study request 


Some negative voices were certainly 
heard when Mayor Art Scott proposed that 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District aid the city in a study to formulate 
a pricing policy on the proposed Lompoc 
Narrows Dam Project and in investigating 
the feasibility of percolation beds east of 
Lompoc. 


T h e 
n e g a t i v e 
v o i c e s 
w e r e 
understandable. The district engineer of 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, Mr. Tom Stetson, has publicly 
opined his opposition to the dam project. 


A more moderate view is in order, 
however. Mr. Stetson is a highly qualified 
water engineer. His possession of all facts 
on hand as related to water problems ol 
the area is an asset not easily attainable. 
His availability is a further asset. 
The Bureau of Reclamation does not 


intend to complete tiie feasibility study of 
the Narrows Dam Project until the City of 
Lompoc makes up its mind on pricing and 
paying policy. The County Water Agency, 
further, 
will not consider the project 
unless such determinations are made. 
Mr. Stetson is being requested to gather 
scientific, financial and technical data and 
assemble it in such a manner easily 
understandable 
to 
the 
Council 
in 
determining pricing and priority policies. 
He 
is 
not 
being 
asked 
to 
render a 
philosophical 
recom m end ation 
as 
concerns the project. 
Utilization ol the resources of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation District 
for this mandated study will save the city 
between $7,500 and $10,000.

SAN FRANCISCO - This most 
permissive 
of 
cities 
has 
just 
reelected a mayor who is under 
indictment for bribery and assorted 
crimes. That the flamboyant Joseph 
Alioto would 
be 
re-eiected was 
never in doubt. He fits the bill for 
color, bravado and sheer nerve, 
having built his fortune as a lawyer 
on the kind of derring-do that would 
have been the envy of the old west. 
As if that was not going far 
enough, the voters in the municipal 
electio n 
tapped 
an 
unlikely 
candidate for sheriff. Richard D. 
Hogisto, about to get his doctorate 
in criminology at the University of 
California in Berkeley, won 36.5 per 
cent of the vote to defeat Mathew 
Carberry, an incumbent of 15 years, 
and two other candidates each with 
tough law-and-order backgrounds. 
Hongisto, of Finnish 
origin, 
spent 
10 
years in 
the San 
Francisco 
Police 
Department, four in 
Hunter's 
Point, 
a 
black 
community, 
and 
four 
in 
the 
police 
community 
relations unit. 
He 
has 
already 
announced 
the 
appointment of two other Ph. D. 
c a n d i d a t e s 
— 
o n e 
R u e b e n 
Greenberg, a black, to be deputy 
sheriff, 
and 
a 
second, 
Richard 
Zevitz, 
to 
be 
his 
confidential 
secretary. At one time or another 
during his campaign he was accused 
of 
being 
the 
candidate 
of 
the 
radicals, 
the 
homosexuals, drug 
addicts and black militants. The 
peace symbol appeared on all his 
campaign posters and ads. 
With a combined city and county 
government the office of sheriff is 
comparatively minor in scope, with 
no responsibility for enforcing law 
in the streets But the sheriff does 
have charge of the city’s four jails 
and it is here that Hongisto means to 
start reform He intends, however, 
for his writ to run beyond the bounds 
of his office. 


D u rin g 
the 
c a m p a ig n 
he 
advocated drastic modification of 
laws on marijuana and particularly 
as they affect the young He called 
for the end of police action in 
nonvictim crimes. This would take 
in prostitution, drunkenness, and 
homosexuality between consulting 
adults 
in 
private 
Hongisto 
is 
pledged to work for changing the 
laws in these and other areas. 
But, flamboyant politics to one 
side, San Francisco is making a 
serious effort to face up to the 
re a litie s 
of c rim e 
and 
law 
enforcement. Mayor Alioto a year 
and a half ago named a crime 
com m ittee of high-level citizens. It 
was 
headed by 
two 
of 
San 
Francisco's 
most 
distinguished 
lawyers, William H O rnck Jr. and 
Moses Lasky. 
The report of the com m ittee made 
public 
la s t 
s u m m e r 
was 
a 
blockbuster. By a vote of 17 to 9 it 


recommended 
the 
legislation 
of 
m a r i j u a n a 
u n d e r 
c a r e f u l 
restrictions to keep it from minors. 
This caused a storm, with many 
law-enforcement officials violently 
opposed. The com m ittee without 
split votes called for a radical 
revision 
of 
police 
practice 
in 
nonvictim crimes. 
Reports, 
however distinguished 
the authors, are more often than not 
filed and forgotten. That has not 
been true of the findings of the 
crim e committee. It has been a 
so u rc e 
of 
continuing 
public 
d.scussion. Like all big cities. San 
FTancisco is plagued by a rising rate 
of crim es of violence. Spurred by 
the com m ittee’s study, the objective 
is to get at the root cause and to try 
to 
make 
better 
use 
of 
law- 
enforcement resources. 
The public controversy centers on 
whether private morality can be 
enforced by public enforcement of 
laws setting moral standards in the 
n onvictim 
c rim e 
a re a . 
The 
com m ittee says no. believing that 
the time and money used to compel 
private morality might be better 
spent in curbing crim es of violence. 
In

Census Bureau information shows 
there were 116 incorporated towns 
with populations of 25 or less in 1970, 
compared with 79 in I960. This was 
an increase of nearly 47 per cent. 
Although the 116 are scattered 
through 27 states, 53 of them are in 
the belt ranging from the Dakotas to 
Texas. Of these 53. 43 showed a loss 
of population between 1960 and 1970. 
All told, 72 of the nation’s 116 very 
small towns registered a loss of 
population over the decade, with 51 
dropping to 25 or fewer residents for 
the first time.
